FOUR THOUSAND NEGROES 
TURN OUT TO HEAR DR. 
LOCKE’S GREAT SERMON. 
THOUSANDS TURNED 
AWAY. 

The crowd that turned out ot 
hear Dr. Locke’s famous sermon, 
“Is the American Negro Making 
Good?” occupied every foot of 
space of that great Church; the 
walls being lined by hundreds who 
could not get seats. Besides 
hundreds of white people, two 
thousand colored people were 
turned away. At the early hour 
of 7:25 the doors of the Church 
were closed and a continuous stream 
of people asking for admission con¬ 
tinued for nearly two hours after 
the doors were closed. 

Rev. E. W. Kenchin of Wesley 
M. E. Church presided with be¬ 
coming dignity. Dr. F. Jesse 
Peck of the First A. M. E. Church 
in a clear, fervent voice pronounced 
the invocation in a manner that 
created much religious enthusiasm 
and prepared the audience for the 
great sermon that followed. The 
chorus of one hundred voices under 
the direction of Rev. J. T. Hill, 
of Mt. Zion Baptist Church, was 
one of the features of the evening; 
their well rendered songs proving 
a rare treat to the great audience. 

After a short address by Mayor 
Alexander, Rev. E. W. Kenchin 
in a few appropriate words intro¬ 
duced Dr. Locke. Dr. Locke, who 
posses a pleasing personality was 
at his best. His address which 
lasted an hour and forty minutes 
was pronounced by those composing 
the audience as the greatest they 
had ever listened to. His lenghty 
quotations from the speeches and 
writings of distinguished colored 


men, his wide knowledge of 
the Negro and his achievements 
was not only a revelation, but an 
inspiration to the thousands of 
colored men and women who had 
the good fortune to hear him. 
And the fact that two thousand 
were turned away and failed to 
hear him is a source of sincere 
regret. Had the seating capacity 
of the Church been sufficient some¬ 
thing like ten thousand people 
would have heard Dr. Locke’s 
great sermon. 

Dr. Locke’s power to hold great 
audiences spell bound is something 
remarkable. His genuine love for 
the whole human family, his pleas¬ 
ing personality and his fervid elo¬ 
quence makes him a power with 
any audience. 

The solos by Messrs. E. Hall 
and Wheaton were so well 
received by the audience that both 
of them were encored. 

Occupying seats on the platform 
were Revs. F. Jesse and Wm. H. 
Peck, J. A. Stout, Santa Monica; 
W. J. J. Byers, McMickens, Rep¬ 
resentative F. H. Mouser, Atty. 
W. O. Tyler, Dr. L. Stovall, Jas. 
M. Alexander, J. W. Coleman, 
the editor of this journal and a 
number of white gentlemen whose 
names we failed to secure. Occu¬ 
pying the front seats were many 
of the old and well respected citi¬ 
zens among whom was Father 
Vena. 

At the close of. the sermon Dr. 
Leonard Stovall offered resolu¬ 
tions requesting that the address 
be published in pamphlet form for 
general distribution throughout the 
country, which were unanimously 
adopted. 

Dr. W. H. Peck of Kansas City 
pronounced the benediction.

Famed Lincoln Instrument Attract¬ 
ed Crowds Before a Main Street 
Window at Springfiled, Mass.- 
Used by President Lincoln in 
Emancipating Slaves in Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. 

(Springfield Republican, Jan. 28, 
1913.) 

A common-looking pen, which is 
probably the most famous in the 
city drew little clusters of interested 
persons to one of the front windows 
of the Springfieldd national bank 
yesterady. To it was attached a 
note explaining that Abraham 
Lincoln used it in freeing the slaves 
in 1862. The pen is a very or¬ 
dinary type of instrument, mounted 
on the end of a thin, round wooden 
holder, but its value is sufficient 
to have it kept locked in a safe for 
years and years. It is the property 
of the George M. Atwater estate 
and was sent to Mr. Atwater al¬ 
most before the ink had dried on 
it. Senator B. F. Wade of Ohio, 
who was in the room when Abraham 
Lincoln used the pen, asked for it 
as soon as the President laid it 
down. It was given to him and 
he promptly sent it to his friend, 
Mr. Atwater. It is kept in a 
small wooden box much like the 
type of “pencil box” which school 
children use, and on the inside of 
the lid is pasted a letter in faded 
ink written to Mr. Atwater by 
Senator Wade on the day when the 
instrument acquired its fame. 
The leter says: “I send you, as 
you requested, the pen with which 
President Lincoln signed the bill 
emancipating the slaves in the 
District of Columbia.” 

The old pen has been much 
coveted for years by various his¬ 
torical societies and museums, but 
the executors of the estate have 
retained it, with the expectation of 
putting it into the Connecticut 
Valley Historical society’s collec¬ 
tion if that organization takes the 
Wesson mansion on Maple street 
for the museum. The congres¬ 
sional museum at Washington has 
repeatedly asked for the pen to 
put it into the Lincoln room there, 
but it will remain in a safe use'd by 


NO COLOR LINE BY BANKERS 

Jesse Binga, A Negro, Admitted 
to Illinois Association by Unani¬ 
mous Vote. 

(Special to The New York Times) 
Chicago, Jan. 29—Jesse Binga, 
a Negro banker with offices at 
3648 South State street, recently 
applied for membership in the 
Illinois Bankers’ Association, and 
the vote admitting him was unani¬ 
mous. He became the first Negro 
member of the association. E. D. 
Durham presented Binga’s name 
and made a speech in his favor. 
No effort was made to conceal the 
fact that the applicant was a Negro 
and no one raised the color question. 

“There was nothing unusual in 
the action,” said Richard Crampton, 
secretary of the association today. 
“There are several Negroes who 
belong to the National Associa¬ 
tion of Bankers, and I have never 
heard that any banker was:rejected 
because of his color. So far as 
I know it is the first time a Negro 
ever applied for membership in 
our organization. There was no 
discussion of the race question.’
